We served

Applicant with a copy of the Decision and Order by mail, postage

prepaid, on the same day that the Decision and Order was issued,

in accordance with Hawaii Administrative Rules §~ 6-61-21 and

6—61—122.

On November 6, 2008, Applicant filed a request for a

thirty (30)-day extension to comply. The request was approved on

December 5, 2008, which allowed Applicant until March 1, 2009 to

comply.

II.

Findings and Conclusions -

The extended due date has passed, and Applicant has not

complied with the requirements set forth in the Decision and

Order filed on September 29, 2008. The commission, thus,

determines that the Decision and Order filed on

September 29,2008, should be vacated.

vacated and this docket is closed unless otherwise ordered by the

commission.
